DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
(see Engelson (EP 769306 A2) , Burmeister et al. (US 6409682)) disclose applying a 
first coating to a proximal end of a mandrel and a second and third coating to a distal 
end to form a guide wire. However, the prior art fails to teach applying the first coating to 
both the distal and proximal ends of a mandrel followed by removing the coating from 
the distal end then applying the first and second coatings to the distal end of the 
mandrel to form the guide wire. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
